There simply 
muet-be found a remedy, and the 
ditty effective ond under the present 
circumetances is to tind something 
to take the place of the twine as 
now manufactured.” 

There ie reason to hope, how- 
ever, that the western farmer soon 
will be independent of the Amer- 
ican binder twine trust. The in- 
vestigation by the Grain Growers’ 
association and the British manu- 
facturers resulted in an attempt 
now being made to introduce 
machinery using flax straw instead 
of the present material. If this 
vexperiment ‘is successful it will 
mean the establishment of a new 
industry in the western Canadian 
provinces, a big saving for the 
farmer, and besides, let him out of 
the twine trust’s clutches.

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Wild Horses Have 


Done Great 
Damage 


Ottawa, July 21—Hon. Duncan 
Marshall, minister of agriculture 


for Alberta, who arrived in the 
capital yesterday, uged upon the 


Dominion government the neces. 


sity of taking some steps to put 


a stop to the depredations of wild 
horses in the Grand Praine and 
Piece River district, which has 
been the province’s main pioneer- 
ing points for the past few years. 
It is contended that the wild stal- 
lions have made raids upon the 
ranches of the new settlers, have 
killed many of the domestic horses, 
aud led away many of the well-bred 
mares which have been imported 
at considerable cost, and which are 
one of the principal assets of the 
new settlers. Being no respectors 
of provincial boundaries or of 
physical set-backs such as moun- 
tain ranges, thes: wild horses have 
caused as great an amount of 
damage in the eastern districts of 
British Columbia as in the foot 
hills. For many years these equine 
murauders, which, according to 
statistics at the department here, 
are supposed to be descendents of 
horses which were abandoned in 
the gold rush to the Yukon in 
‘'¥8, -have caused terror to the 
ranchers in the districts of both 


From the Bow river westward 
even through passes which a rail- 
way could not thread, these animals 
have swooped down on the domes- 
ticated animals of ranchers as far 
west as Kamloops, B.C. With 
railwuy construction over the 
divide and imported horses, which 
are used on the grading, the 
depredations of these nomads have 
become even more pronounced, 
and the necessity for action more 
emphatic. 

Hon. Mr. Marshal) impressed 
upon the federal anthorities the 
necessity of such action. 

Hon. Dr. Roche, minister of in- 
terior, pointed that the department 
of the interior and the federal 
authorities had no jurisdiction in 
the matter. He explained that it 
was ap extraordinary situation, 
which no federal legislation could 
cope with. The interior depart- 
ment recognized that it was a 
serious problem, but decided that 
moet effective action could only be 
taken by the provinces individu- 
ally. If it was found that provin- 
cial leyislation was ineffective, the 
minister of interior gave an in- 
formal promise that the federal 
government would endeavour 10 
relieve the situation. It bas been 
suggested that a bounty be placed 
upon the heads the heals of the 
stallions who tead these raids, 
wnich read like a volume from 
Swift's fiction, written long before 
the Canadian west was a yver dream- 
ed of. 

To emphasize the seriousness of 
the situation, Mr. Marshall told 
the minister of the interior that 
the Alberta government was send- 
ing experts to investigate the con- 
ditions in the Grande Prairie and 
Peace River countries, and hoped 
fer the co-operation of British 
Columbia on a question which is 
of vital interest to boib provinces.

For 
every ton of anthracite, a ‘on and a 
half are wasted {n mining; for every 
ton of bitumirous coal, half a ton is 
wasted. Thousands of tons of slack 
and culm are Lurned to free the mines 
from obstruction. This could be 
made into briquettes with coal tar and 
utilized. 

Eight per cent of the coal used in 
manufacturing districts goes up in 
smoke. The smoke injurc; health, 
damages clothing clothing, buildings 

and vegetation, and the annual loss 
from this source is estimated at $500,- 
900,000, 

But there is more waste than this, 
It 1s estimated that with the best fir- 
ing in use, only 15 per cent of the 
heat units of coal are developed into 
power. There is still greater loss 
in producing ght. Not one per cent 

of the energy of coal is used In pro- 
ducing electric ight.

In one 
year following the passing c: the mea- 
eure no less than nineteen pulp, paper 
and lumber companies were incorpor- 
ated in Quebed, with a total capitaliza- 
tion of $41,709,000. This capital came 
largely from the United States, Great 
Britain and France, although Can- 
adians contributed a considerable 
amount. Last year several of , the 
newly-incorporated” mills commenced 
production, while during 1913 a large 
number of others will commence ac 
tive manufacturing. 

A gratifying feature of the statis- 
tice in regard to the consumption of 
pulpwood shows during the past year 
a total of 1,846,910 cords of pulpwood 
eut in Canada, 866,042 of which were 
manufactured into pulp in Canadian 
mills, while 980,866 cords were ex- 
ported in the raw or unmarufactured 
state. The total cut for 1912 shows 
an increase of 21% per cent. over the 
figures for 1911, while the increase in 
the manufacture of pulpwood in Can- 


sada amounted to nearly~29 per cent., 


ap compared with cn increase in our 
exporta of raw pulpwood of less than 
17 per cent.

Quite a number of heirs to large 
estates were born in 1894, the same 
year as the Prince of Wales, and such 
names as-Lord Whitchester, grandson 
and heir, after his father, to the duke-

Field. The duke is Gasily the biggest 
landjord in Britain. He owns 460,000 
acres, mostly in Scotland, and much 
of it is barren land. The Earl “of 
Hillsborough, born in 1894, son of the 
Marquis ‘of Downshire, ‘will 
some day 120,000 acres. A great many 
acres of his future property are in 
Ireland and some in Berkshire.

“It has always been the rule,” said 
the cfficials, when Poincare objected 
to the sentry. The President allowed 
it for one night, and then quietly 
sent the soldier back to the barracks. 

M. Poincare’s ‘simplicity of life is 
well illustrated by a remark made by 
his cook when she heard that he 
would probably be the next French 
President. 

“IT hope he wil] not be elected,”’ 
she said. “Both he and madame wi'l 
be very unhappy at the Elysee; cf 
that I am sure. Just think—all that 
they ordered yesterday was beefsteak 
and ried potatoes.” 

And M. Poincare certainly loves his 
own fireside—and his pets. 

As a boy at Dame’s school of Mile. 
Mare, of Lorraine, he delighted in tha 
society of his dog Pompon, a parrot, 
a squirrel, and several cats and can- 


aries. To-day his favorite companions 
are Scott, his collie, his faithful 
watchdog Brave, who guards his 


country house at Sampigny, and his 
Siamese cat Gris-gris; and there is 
nothing which M. Poincare delights 
in more than to spend a quiet even- 


ing with his books and four-footed 
companions. 
“IT owe limitless satisfaction to 


these creatures,’” he says, “‘that we 
sometimes call our inferior brothers. 
In what are they inferior? I dis- 
cover in animals a sense of logic 
more profound than that of many 
human beings, and a refined sensitive:- 
ness of which numbers of us seem 
incapable.” 

Poincare’s first pet was a parrot. “TI 
loved the bird,’’ he says, ‘“‘because 
teaching my lessons to Raymond’’— 
the parrot was named like nis master 
—“taught them to me at the same 
time.’”

He is especially severe upon those 
women who, both at home and out of 
doors, ara to be seen kissing and 
fondling pampered pets in a manner 
which is as much against good taste 
as It is against good health.
